To begin with the firft, The law which God gave 
anto hispeople the /ewes (according to the rhree. 
fold wariety of the obje&?, or things preſcribed) is 
three-fold, Moral, Ceremoniall, and Iadiciall, The 
Morallis that which concernes the wavxers of men, 
and belongs tothem as men : mi this commands 


thoſe chings which are in themſelves acceptable, 
and well-pleaſing to God, and thoſe which hee 
willhave all men every where, -andat alltimes to 
obſerve, as the perpetuall, and unchangeable rule 


of living, being the expreſſe image of the minde 


of God, accordingto which, hee (who is the Law- 
giver) judges ic meereand right, that the reaſon- 
able creatures ſhould order their lives. The Cere- 
-oniall belongs to men, as joyned togetherinthat 
Society which is called the Church , and this con- 
taines thoſe precepts which concerne the exterval/ 
worſhip of God, and were given by him to the 


| Jewiſh Church, in accommodation to the times, in 


which the Church was under age,and under the pro- 
w1/e,and therefore inſticured for the ſignifying, pre- 
fteuring, and ſealing of the truth of the promiſes 
made to them, to be fulfilled in the exhibirion of 
our Saviour : and withall for the preſervation of 
order, and decencie in their Ecclefiaſticall meetings, 
and performmences. The judiciall belongs to men as 
joyned in a civill Seciety or Comon-wealth, contay- 
ning the forme of civil government, tobe nſed by 
chem,tending to their good,as they were a Socrety, 
and co the preſervation , and exaQing of the oac- 
ward worſhip of God, and the diſcipline thereof, as 
it was commanded in the Xore{ and Ceremomal/ 
Fr Lawes. 
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The Ceremonial axd judicial Laws how far abrogated, 


Lawes. So that the Cerewonial Law determined 
the Morel in order to God ; the Political! or judi- 
ciall in order to men ina civill ſociety , and bothin 
accommodation to that fare of the Church : And 
theſe though they have in them ſomething which 
is jurs moralic, and fo farre forth are contained 
under the Moral precepts, yer being fitted to ſerve 
that fate of the Charch , which was to be heldin 
expectation of the MHeſſias ; when the time came 
that he was «Zualy exhibited, and fo the promiſe 
falflled, the ſhadowes were then ofno longer uſe, 
the boay being come: and therefore at the time of 
the death of Chriſt, they were abrogated de jure, ſo 
that chey became unneceſſary, and unprofitable, and 
had their power of ob{gation taken away : And 
afterward when by the A4peftics dodrine Chriſtians 
came to underftand that Chriſt was the end of the 
Law, and when the Temple (the ſeate of their reli- 
gion, and the place deſtined ro the uſe of thoſe ce. 
remonics) was deſtroyed, they were de fatto atu- 
ally and fully taken away : and thoſe chings,which 
before the death of Chrift were commanded, and 
in that i»terim, betweene his death and rhe defiru- 
#ion of the Temple (which was the ſpace allotred 
for the ſo/cmne funeralls of the Iewifh Synagogne) 
were tolerable,thongh already dead, became from 
that time forward deadly and intolerable. Sothar, 
onely the Aorall Law remaines now. in force, for 
the practiſe of Chriftians; The ceremaniall and ju- | 
&ciall (excepting in that wherein they are redu- 
cible to this) are antiquated, and out of date. Now

-And 
this reft the Apoſtle deſigning by the name of a 
S4abbatiſme, intimates the prefiguring of itby that

So thar, as the place of this Ce- 
leſtiall, and eternall ref, was ſhadowed ont by the 
promiſed Land, ſorhe reſt it ſelfe forthe nature, & 
condition of it was no lefle prefignified by —_ 
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Reaſons of the flrictnes of reft required inthe Sabbathy 
uſuall Sabberb5. Now in relation to theſe good 


things which were thus vailed under the outward 
obſervation of this reſt, it was very requiſite that 
the reff whereby they were repreſented; ſhould 


- be, as ſtrict as might be; for the more exatt the fi- 


gure is,the better it ſignifies; and the more ſtrid-

The firſt is Gods immediate precept. The other 
two not ſo, but mediate and by the power he hath | 
given to his Church.

fourth Commandement. 2. He ſinnes no lefſe, that 
for-rhis end obſerves not the Sunday, andthar in| 
that decent manner, which the nature of the du-| 
ries, and the authority of the Church hathenioy. 
ned;and this hee doth in two reſpets. Firſt, be- 
cauſe hee violates Gods mediate Command, who 
hath authorized thei Church in his right, and 
by his power coordaine ſuch chings ;. ſo thar, to 
neglett the Church,in chis caſe is, tonegle& God.
